Andastheſaoule departs from the body when 
it is growne ruinous, when it.is made inhabi- 
table through mortalldiſeaſes,it layes it aſide 
as an ouerworne. garment :. after the ſame 
manner, the holy Spirit withdrawes him ſelfe 
fromthe ſoule of a man, when itis broken, 
ruinated, and diſtempered,through the mor. 
talldiſcaſe of ſirne and of naturall corrupri- 
on: and this.is the caſe of euery naturall man 


| whatſocuer, till he be reuiued by the infuſion 


of a new life, And yet it is the common opi- 
nion of naturall men, that if they live inthe 
Church,and be baptized,and pray, and heare 
the word, and imbrace the true religion, and 
praRtiſethe outward duties of it ; that they 
are out of doubt in the late of this ſpirituall 
life, And theretore Lthinke ic would. bee an 
houre well ſpent, to diſcouer dead men to 
them(ſclues : toperſwade them, that except 
they be made new creatures, 4 Exceps they bee 
borne againe, they arein a ſtate of dearh, aud 
rannot be ſaved inthat ſtate and condition : For 
you ſee, he that hath not life, hathnot the Son,

Secondly, when there 18 no aCtion, when 
there is no motion ina man, you ſay hee is 


dead; when a man acts , when hee 
ſirres nor. bimſelfe, wee reckon him a dead 
man ; and this 'is che caſe of natural! 
man,he is notable to moue hand or foot in the 
way of true godlineſſe. And if you ſay, Yea 
Ig ro heare the _ 
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eouſpeſſe amongſt men, ©: 
Tahſwer,it is very ttue 7 but yetthe Serip- 
tureſpeakes of certaine dead workes, as Heb, 
9. 14:The bloddl of Chriff,jis there ſaid, 1s purge 
our conſcience from dead workes, that is,all theſe 
before mentioned they may be done,and they 
are good workes in themſelues, having all the 
lineaments of good workes,” as you know a 
dead body hath of alining ; bur yer indeed 
they arebutdead workes; that is, they ma 
hauc a golden our-ſide,and be very beauriful! 
inthe fighrof the world, 'and alſo inthe ſight 
of menzbut yeras Chriſt ſpeakes,” be abbom;- 
unable in the Pobs of God : For (0 a naturall man 
| may pay @certaine debt of duty and obedi- 
encero God; buthepayes it in counterfeit 
cqyne, that hath the ſtampe, the fimilitude, 
and colourof true coyne ; yet it conſiſts (if 
you looke ro the inwards)buc of baſe mertall. 
As Iremember a ſtory,that Remigius tels, who 
was a Iudge in Lorreigne, vader whoſe tudge- 
ment many hundred of witches were condem- 
ned vpon their owne confeſſion ; who ſaid, 
char the devil! did bring them many boxes of 
currant coyne to the apearance of the wit- 
ches, but when they cameto vie them, ey 
proued nothing but withered leaues, I ſay at- 
rer the ſame manner Sathan cozens natural]

tisfied ; and notable to judge becauſe it is ig- 
norant, And therefore Sathan doth with men 
in this caſe; as wee are wont todo with chil. 
dren ; take from them rrue Gold ; and when 


they fall a crying, ſtoppetheir mouthes with 
Covers, $0 | Ry, Sachen labours to keepe 
men fromthe liucly and thorow performance 
of good workes and. holy duties; and then 
ſatisfies their conſciences, with that which 
hath bur a forme of godlineſſe, without the 
power of it, | 

Butyou will ſay; How ſhall a man diſcerne 
this, whether theſe good workes which are 
good inthemſclues,be good in ſuch a manner 
as they are wrought by him ? 

To this I anſwer; you may know itby theſe | 
ewo thi 

Ficſt,ir is certaine,that except they be vital 
aRtions ; that is,except they proceed from an

inward principle of life within, they arc not 
good aRions,. they are ſuch-as the Lord re- 


gards not. Now you know, there are motions, | pri 


(asthe motions of clockes and watches) that 
proceed not from life,but from Art; ſoit is in 
this matter of religion; many good actions 
may be done,many good motions in the waies 
of godlineſſe, which yet may not proceede 
fcom the life of grace, but from outward re- 
ſpecs to men; from feare of hell ; from feare 
of iudgement ; or inſickenefle ; from the ap- 
prchenſion of death and calamity.In ſuch ca- 
ſes,we may be ſtirred vp todothem;z and then 
euen as the wheeles that are ſera going by 
the ſpring,when iris downe, you know they 
ceaſe their motion : So commonly it 1s'in 
theſe good fits, in theſe good moodes of god- 
lineſſe, when that which ſet them on worke is 


remoued ? There is an end of them, And therc- | fduciem 


fore if you would know whether the workes 
youdo bee right or no, ſuch as God will ac- 
ceptat the laſt day, conſider if they proceede 
froman inward principle, from a priaciple of 
life within. 

2. You ſhall know them by their coldneſle. 
For coldnefſe you know, isa ſymprome of 
death. Now theſe good workes when they arc 
done by a — man, there is nolife in 
them there is no warmth in them, no viuact- 
tie nor quickneſſe in them : where as you 
know, itiis ſaid Jlawe! 5 16, Prayer iſ it be fer-

none of the Holy Ghoſt there. Now if there | 
- | be no heatthere, I ſay, there is none of the 


Spirit there; for the Spirit is as fire : and 


therefore ye know whar 7obn Baptiſt faith of 
wr. | our Sauiour : 4 He ſhall baptize you with the 


Holy Ghoft and with fire : that is, He ſhall bap- 
tize you with #he* Holy Ghoſt, which is as fire. 
And therefore you ſhall find that holy men 
haue beene vſually deſcribed by rhe fimilitude 
of fire: as*Chryſoftome ſaith, that Peter was like 
« man maile all of fire walking among ſtubble + 
And one that deſired to know what kind of 


| man Befil 'was, it is ſaid, there was pre- 


ſented vnto him in a dreame a pillar of fire 
with this motto,*Tals eft Bafilixs, ſuch a one 
was Bafi/, and old * Latimer when he was al- 
ked the reaſon why there was fo much prea- 
ching and fo little praRizing,gaue this nrer. 
Def; mis, fire is wanting. The ſame we may 
lay inthis caſe; thexe may be a performance 


of many good duries, of prayer, of _—

of receiuing the Sacraments, of worſhipping 


conſider whether they bee not done withour 
that liuelineſle, that feruencic that the Spirir 
of God requires ; either done without heat, 
or but halfe baked, as* Hoſes's cake was ; and if 
ſo, they be but dead workes : whereas truce 
pragiegsn ſecret betweene God and vs,why? 
it is ſuchas warmes and quickens the heart : 
it is ſuchas brings the hearr into a good frame 
of grace, and fers it right before God: and 
right hearing is ſuch as kindles a fire in vs,that 


laſts and corrupt affettions, And to we haue 
diſpatched the ſecond meanes, by which we 
may know whether we be aliue to righecoul- 
nefſe, or dead in finnes ; to conſider, whether 
we haue anymotion, and of what kind thoſe 
motions and actions are. 

Againe, you ſhall know it, by conſidering 
what you contend for moſt, for life is ſ\eer, 
and cuerie creature would maintaine this life, 
and * mould part with any thing rather then that. 
For a man that hath thus life of grace in him, 
« be will ſuffer any thing, he will loſe his life, 
his credite, his goods, his libertie and all 
rather then he will wound his conſcience, and 
violate his peace and communion with God, 
becauſe that® is as ſweet and as deere to him 
as life z whereas another man contends as 
much for his life, his credite, his profite, his

Againe, ſuch as the food is,ſuch is the life : 
If it be the life of finne that a man liues, which 
the< Scripeure cals death, why then the ſecrer 
tsand inward affections fecd on carnal: 
, preſent,or ro come that | 
is, either he ſolaceth himſclfe with the con- 
remplarion of what'he hath had, or he feeds 
on that which is preſerit, or -he cheares vp ' 
himſelfe with the thought and proiet of 
thar are furure : whereas 
a man thar liuesthe life of grace,the contrarie 
is moſt acceptable to. him; For cuerie life 
drawes to it f{clfe that which'is moſt ſvitable 
and moſt agreeable with it, that is the food 
wherewith it is maintained, and that wherein 
itdelights , for pleaſure is but applicaris conne- 
nientss connentents ; but the application of thar 
which is conuenient and agreeable to vs. 

And if you ſay now, they may occupie 
themſelues in hearing, redding, and praying, 
and ſuch like holy excrciſcs, 

I anſwer, they may,and jr is well ; theſe 
things are veric commendable, and not to be 
omitred , but yerthere is ſome thing muſt be 
added, for that is not cnough, cxccpr we be 


nouriſhed

nouriſhed by theſe duries, and grow by rhem , 
as you know. it-is ſaid; 1.Per-3.2: \Defire The 
ſoncete milke of the Word, that you may grow 
thereby:& as your common ſaying 1s, Shew me 
not-the meat' but the man, For Chriſt 4 the 
great Sh dof the Sheepe, is affected in this 
caſe, as:Shepheards are wont to be, that fay 
not totheir Sheepe, Shew me the hay I haue 
giuen.you, bur ſhew me, * Lac & lan, the 
wooll and the milke , thar is, Shew me the 
fruits and effects of all thy * hearing, reading, 
and praying ; for a man may be conuerſant in 
all theſe duries, and yet for want of life, and 


is, not turning-them to blood and {pirits, he 
may not be nouriſhed, he may not grow and 


an Arrophy,thar catcs verie much,Se yet is as 
leanc, and as meager,as if he had eat nothing: 
Of ſuch the Scripture faith, that s they have a 
name to lixe but yet are dead; * that they ave al- 
wayes learning, but neutr come to the knowledge 
4% truth , that is, to the fauing knowledge 
of it. 

Laſt of all;the laſt propertic of life, cither 
of linne, or of grace, is, (as the properrie of 
euerie life) not onely ro draw to it (elfe things 
ſuirable, but to' expell and oppugne whatſotuer ur 
contrarie and hurtful : \o he that is a living 
man in Chriſt, though he hath the reliques, 
the weiftes and remainders of tinne ſtil] in

Fheſdener & in Chrift i 4 new creature, old 
things «re paſſed away, all things are become new. 
Gal. 5. 24, Whoſoever is in Chriff, hath crucified 
the 4 with the affettions and laſts thereof. 
So thar if there be any living luſts in a man, 
I fay, if there bee one luft that is perfectly 
living, *i8 « ay argument, that the whole body of 

« inws, And if it be fo, we areyerin 
the ſtate of death, and are not tranſlated into 
the glorious libertic of the Sonnes of God. 

ſo I have ſhewed you, That exeric may by 
nature is dead in treſpaſſes and ſinnes, and how 
you may know it, and that if wee continue 
inthat condition, and are not partakers of rhe 
firſt reſurreRion,? we ſhall newer be partakers 
of the ſecond reſurrettion. 

'" Now we come to the next, which wee will 
diſpatch very briefly ; namely, Thaz there i 4 
life contrary to this death. 

And that you may vnderſtand what it is, 
you muſt know, -thar euery man by nature is 
ma dead fleepe; and therefore hee ſees not 
this death,nor feeles it,nor regards 1t : for it 
hath this property of death, that as a dead 
man feeles nor thar hee is dread; ſo he thar 
wants this —_— life is not ſenſible of it; 
1 Foy the foult in the worſe condition it u,the leſſe 
it feetes if, It is not fowiththe body, : and 
therefore the firſt thing that is to bee done to

to ſce the true meaning of rhe Law, that I ſee 
my ſelfe and fine ina right glaſle, then fine 
V.45 dline and 7 dyed; that is, found my ſelfe 


no better then a dead man. So that is the firſt 
worke that God deth to a man that he means 
ro ſave, towaken him out of this dead ſleepe, 
to lay him vpon his conſcience, that is,to ſer 
it ypon him,and to purſue him as rhe auenger 
of blood we ſpake of before : when that 1s
